This mirror has 
a plane 'surface and is thirty inches 
in diameter. 
The reflected ray of 


light is received by a second mirror 
which is adjiistab'ei to allow 
for 


the widest possible| .range of posi-' 
tion of the object to be observed!. 
Th'is is also a plane mirror 
and 


twenty-four 
inches 
in diameter. 


From this glass the light is reflect- 
ed through the length of the tube to 
a concave 
mirror at the smaller 


end. This mirror has a focal length 
of 165 feet, and forms an image of 
the object at a point near the coel- 
ostat. 


In direct photography the image 


wiP be received upon a photograph- 
ic plate, mounted upon a pier 
of 


masonry in a frame provided with 
an eyepiece and adjusting screws. 
The eyepiece is provided1 with usu- 
al cross-hairs, and during the expos- 
ure, which in some cases may las! 
for hours, the astronomer will watch 
the image constantly to keep it in 
exactly the saime position on the 
plate, as manv variations are cans 
ed by unsteadiness of the atmos- 
phere and similar circumstances.

MANUAL TRAINING. 


People who are skeptical about the 


manual training department of the 
high school, will be compelled to ad- 
mit that it is intensely practical. 


The course covers a, period of four 


years, and it is safe to say that any 
boy who graduates from it, has laid 
the ioundation for an industrial ed 
ucation that will be perfected by a 
very short course of experience. 


This fact is demonstrated by 
an 


offer that came from Chicago a few 
days ago to take the graduates and 
give them employment at ten dolars 
a week, and advance them as abili- 
ty developed. 


There is no theory about this kind 


of a proposition, and it speaks vol- 
umes 
for a practical 
education. 


There are two or three sides to" the 
question that are worth considering. 


In the first place the course car- 


ries -with it the necessary deve'op- 
"ment of the brain, to intelligently 
express through the band, the know- 
ledge acquired. 
It attempts to lay 


the foundation for successful study 
and work, in the great university 
of life, and it graduates the boy at 
an age when he is able to grasp 
opportunities, with a feeling that he 
does not .know it all. 


More than this, it is a course that 


is possible to the average boy, who, 
but for it, wou'd leave school from 
the grades, and take up active work 
with practically 
no equipment, ex- 


cept a vacant mind, and uneducated 
hand. 


It helps a boy to discover himself, 


the most important discovery that 
a boy ever makes, because it fills 
him with hope and ambition, 
and 


starts him out in a line of work for 
which he has some'genius, and nat- 
ural adaptability. 
The boy 
who 


fails to start right in life, is hanji- 
cap'ed for the race, a drawback that 
always hinders, and frequency re- 
sults in failure. 
. 


The average father possesses the 


feeling that when the boy reaches 
young manhood, with well developed 
muscles, and a. fairly well stored 
mind,,that he should be able to make 
a living, and win success in almost 
any line of work, and so the 
boy 


leaves home with a "God bless you," 
to find every channel full of young 
men, simply looking for a chance to 
work. 
He 
joins the ranks, and 


looks in vain, unti! becoming des- 
perate, he accepts any sort o£ a po- 
sition that has an honest dollar be- 
hind it, and settles down to become 
a plpdder, when he might have been 
an athlete in the 
channel of 
his 


genius. 
: 


With a diploma from the manual 


training school he would take 
his 


place in some chosen department of 
the | industrial wor'd, with chances 
very! 'largely in his favor. 


There is another feature connect- 


ed with -this work, that will in time 
revolutionize 
some 
of the abuses 


imposed by organized 
'labor. 
In 


many of the trades, the number of 
apprentices 
emp'oyed is limited by 


iron c'ad laws, so that a boy has 
no opportunity to learn the trade 
of his choice however ambitions he 
may be. 


The manual training school fore- 


stalls, .this sort 
.of nonsense, and 


gives' the boy a chance. 
This may 


be a little 
demoralizing to labor 


unions, but it has the endorsement 
of public sentiment. 
Every high 


schoo! should have a manual train- 
ing department, and it should, 
be 


liberally suported.

Japanese daylight fireworks, releasec 
In midair from Japanese bombs; orien 
tal kite display, exhibiting 150 kites 
from which will be displayed Pan 
American flags and the New York'State 
flag; daylight bo.mb cloud shells, setting 
free" American and Pan-American flags 
with souvenirs of the dedication day 
simultaneous discharge of 1,000 smal 
gas balloons, sent up in triplets, eael 
bearing a souvenir of the clcdicatioi 
clay; grand American salute, consist- 
ing of 000 large gun cotton rockets. 


The completed Exposition is a dis- 


tinct triumph in countless ways. Nev- 
er before has there boon such an ef- 
fort put forth to produce rich decora- 
tive effects. 
Those are to be seen in 


the symmetrical arrangement of the 
buildings around spacious courts, the 
glow of color upon all the buildings, 
the piny of fountains and cascades, the 
profusion of blossoming flowers, the 
generous use of intricate molded orna- 
ments 'iipou the buildings, the great 
number of sculptured groups by fa- 
mous American sculptors and at night 
the softly diffused yet brilliant lighting 
effects produced by means of more

the grounds. 


The grounds of the Exposition com- 


prise some 350 acres, very accessiblif 
by steam and electric Hues from all 
parts of Buffalo. 
When it is recalled 


that it was only the 4th day of last 
June that the first piece of timber was 
yaised aloft .is the beginning of what 
Is now a magnificent Exposition city, 
one can but marvel at the executive 
force which has brought this work to 
its present state of completeness. 


The cost of the Exposition as it now 


appears is approximately $10,000,000, 
exclusive of exhibits. Of this sum the 
Midway represents an expenditure of 
about $3,000,000. 
Nothing seems to 


have been forgotten in perfecting the 
plan, and there is every convenience 
for the visitor arid an abundance for 
him to examine and enjoy. The admis- 
sion price is the same as usual nt .expo- 
sitions, half a dollar, but It entitles one 
to a full day at tbe most beautiful fes- 
tival of the kind that has ever been 
brought Into existence. No pen will 
be so presumptuous as to attempt to 
describe the architectural and color 
beauty of the Pan-American Exposi- 
tion. It is a magnificent, an extrava- 
gant, dream brought to a harmonious 
nnd beautiful realization. The triumph 
of the architect, the colorist, the land- 
scape architect, the sculptor and the 
electrician is complete. 


There are about 150 buildings in the 


Exposition plot, of all sizes aud de- 
scriptions, aud an abundance for every 
one to see, no matter how.loug be may 
choose to remain. The most novel ex- 
hibits perhaps are to be fouud in the 
Electricity building, for In that partic- 
ular ^science-.^yvpnderji'. ..strides -have. 


been made within the last'few years. 
Notably among these Is the transform- 
er plant, where 5,000 horsepower is re- 
ceived from Niagara Falls by cable at 
a pressure of 11,000 volts and stepped 
down to 1,800 volts. 
This power Is 


used for lighting the vast Exposition 
area. 
A daylight brilliancy will per- 


vade the Exposition until 11 o'clock 
each night. The exhibit of Street Rail- 
way appliances is also of a very com- 
plete and Interesting character. 
The 


exhibit made by Thomas A. Ecllsou, 
showing the development of many of 
his Important Inventions, constitutes 
another attractive feature.

Evannville Man Kills Two NelRhbors and 


Himself—Wounds Officer—Slays a Herd 
of Cows 
and 
Two Bystanders Are 


WonuUetl. 


Evansville, Ind.,May 20.—Murderous 


hate, inspired by an injustice which 
he believed had been done to 
his 


father in business 
matters, 
caused 


Evert Conway to kill his neighbor 
and his neighbor's wife, fatally wound 
a policeman and shoot two other men. 
. In his rage he killed every cow in his 
neighbor's stable, set the stable on 
fire and just missed shooting his own 
father when the latter tried to inter- 
fere with him. He ended his bloody 
course in his own home, where he 
shot himself through the heart, after 
the entire police 
force of the city, 


numbering fifty men, had surrounded 
the house and made his escape impos- 
sible. This is the record of his rage: 


The 
dead are: Evert 
Conway, 


switchman, aged 27; W. C. Garrison, 
aged 31, dairyman; Mrs. "W. C. Garri- 
son. 
Fatally injured: Benjamin Wal- 


lis, policeman, aged 40; shot in the 
forehead. ' Others injured: 
Edward 


'Davidson, Adam Crawford. Orphaned: 
Two children of the Garrisons, aged 
10 and 4. 


Origin of the Trooblo. 


Conway lived with his aged father, 


his wife and two children in the lower 
part of the city. Next door to him 
lived W. C. Garrison, whom he shot, 
he also having a wife and two chil- 
dren. For months there had been bad 
blood between the two men and their

ASPHALT OF TRINIDAD 


Found in a Lake in an Area of About 


114 Acres, Which Contains 


About 6,000,000 Tons. 


The asphalt of Trinidad is found 


in a so-cal'etl lake, situated about 
100 feet above the sea and about 
three miles from the shore of the is- 
land, at the village of La Brea (the 
Spanish word; for pitch). 
Its area 


is- about 114- acres; ,its depth as far 
as ascertained by certain rude bor- 
ings, is reported to be about eig^c- 
een feet at the sides and seventy- 
eight feet in the center; and under- 
lying it there is said to be a bed of 
blue clay. 
If these figures are cor- 


rect, the lake contains about 6,000,- 
000' tons of asphalt. Whether these 
bbrings are even approximately ac- 
curate is, however, very 
doubtfu1. 


It is even contended by some that 
the lake is still 
fed from under- 


ground sources. 
The only positive 


information on the subject is the 
fact that the excavations of the last 
ten years (about 180,000 tons) have 
not appreciably Iqwered its level. 


The word "lake" applied to tnis 


Deposit is an entire misnomer. 
It 


is a ?evel tract of brownish material 
having an earthly appearance. Cracks 
or 
fissures 
having 
a width and 


depth of a few feet appear here and 
there over the surface. 
Some of 


them are filled, 
with rain water, 


while others have been filled with 
soil blown ther by the wind and giv- 
ing support to a scrubby vegetation. 
Some travelers have reported that 
the deposit is liquid in tue midoie, 
but such is not the fact. Carts and 
mu'es can be driven everywhere on 
its surface. 
The material is dug 


with a pick and shovel, loaded into 
carts, and hauled to the beach.
